SAFE ARRIVAL of all parcel post shipments is 
guaranteed if claim is made immediately. Perish- 
able plants will be replaced if not in good condi- 
tion on arrival.

CARE OF PLANTS AND TREES 


Vegetables and all soft plants are better un- 
packed on arrival and moistened. Place in a cool 
place and plant in evening or early morning. Water 
each plant separately when planting. Shading from 
sun and wind is very desirable. 


Trees and shrubs are benefitted often by placing 
in water for 24 hours before planting. Pruning 
pretty severely is necessary. Remove some 
branches from trees, shortening others. Remove 
older wood from shrubs. Dig hole of generous 
size, larger and deeper than size of plant requires. 
Plant all trees and shrubs a little deeper than 
they grew in the nursery. Water plentifully. Tramp 
firmly. Keep:top soil loose. 


ORNAMENTAL TREES . 


The shade trees that we are offering here are 
Eastern Colorado and Iowa grown. These kinds 
have proven to be the most dependable for our 
conditions. The sizes we have will generally be 
the best for safe transplanting and quick start. 
Plant as soon after April first as conditions will 
permit. 


CHINESE ELM—Is adapted to rather dry locations 
and will prove most satisfactory where water can 
be withheld the latter part of the season. Very fast 
growing. Six to eight foot trees $1.25 each; 5 for 
$6.00. Eight to 10 foot trees $1.60 each; 5 for $7.50. 


THORNLESS HONEYLOCUST—Very nice upright 
growing tree. We recommend this for general 
planting. Six to eight foot trees $2.50 each, 5 for 
$12.00. 


COTTONLESS COTTONWOOD — Quick growing 
and good where moisture conditions are adequate. 
Six to eight foot trees $1.50; 5 for $7.00. Eight to ten 
foot trees $2.00 each; 5 for $9.00. 


SILVER MAPLE—One of the finest shade trees. 
Sometimes subject to winter injury when young, 
but worth trying for. Six to eight foot trees $1.50; 
5 for $7.00. 


POPLAR—Silver—Quick growing, broad spreading 
tree, often called Silver Maple. Seems to be at 
home in this climate. Six to eight foot trees $1.50; 
5 for $7.00. 


WILLOW — Niobe Weeping — Green bark, long 
pendulous branches. Hardy. Six to eight foot trees 
$2.00 each. 


HOPA CRAB APPLE — Very hardy well shaped 
tree for lawn or yard. Profuse crimson buds fol- 
lowed by old rose colored bloom. Small red fruit 
makes fine jelly. Four to five foot trees $1.50. 


TREES are too large to mail and will be shipped 
at purchaser’s direction, purchaser paying trans- 
portation. 


LARGE SHRUBS 


Shrubs that will grow to eight feet or more and 
not generally suitable for planting about the house 
foundation. Best used as individuals or as back- 
ground. Some of them will stand close pruning 
and are valuable as hedge. 


FLOWERING ALMOND—Covered in early spring 
with quantities of deep pink double bloom before 
the leaves appear. Very desirable. 75c each. 


PEKING COTONEASTER—Spreading shrub wth 
fine glossy leaves. Many black berries in fall and 
winter. Always neat. 60 cents each; 3 for $1.65. 


CARAGANA-—Siberian Pea Tree—Large upright 
growing shrub with pale green branches and Locust 
like foliage. Many small yellow flowers. Good 
screen or windbreak material where the growing 
is tough. 35c each; 3 for $1.00. 


HONEYSUCKLE—Improved Red Tatarian—Scarlet 
bloom in June followed by bright red _ berries.

RUSSIAN OLIVE—Very hardy hedge material, 
used extensively in the north for clipped hedge or 
windbreak.

JAPANESE BARBERRY—Very hardy, small fol- 
iage that turns a vivid red in fall. The red berries 
persist all winter.

PINK RADIANCE—Bright rose pink. Fragrant. 


FLORADORA—A scarlet Florabunda producing 
many small flowers all through the summer. 


AUSTRIAN COPPER — A very hardy spring 
blooming bush type rose. Single orange—red 
flowers inside, and yellow outside. Very striking. 


PAUL’S SCARLET CLIMBER—Scarlet flowers of 
good shape and size.

APPLE 


The apples listed are all very hardy and have 
quality also. It is generally a waste of time and 
money to plant the varieties popular in more tem- 
perate parts of the state. The seasons are so short 
that the late maturing kinds do not mature fruit 


properly. 
ANOKA—This apple bears very young, about the 


same season as the Yellow Transparent, the ap- 
pearance and quality are very good. 


YELLOW TRANSPARENT — The most planted 
early variety in this country. Good. 


WEALTHY — Early winter apple in this climate. 
A good cooker. 


HARALSON—A real quality winter apple. Hardy, 
excellent keeper, best quality, handsome red apple. 


WHITNEY—A large crab with a pleasing sprightly 
flavor. Very popular as a fall eating and cooking 
apple. 


DOGLGO—A nice shaped tree, keautiful in bloom. 
Bright red fruit, fine for jelly. 


Any of the above, 4% foot grade, well grown

The very long plants that you get later in the sea- 
son should be laid lengthwise with the furrow. 


VICTOR—Small vine or determinate variety, de- 
veloped for Northern States and Mountain areas. 
Very early, fair sized scarlet fruit. Can be planted 
closer than older varieties. 


EARLEANA — 90 days — The kest variety where 
earliness and hardiness are of first importance. We 
use a very select strain of seed insuring a smooth- 
er fruit than is general with this variety. 


JOHN BAER—95 days—Early, smooth, solid, ied 
tomato. A few days later than Earleana. One oi 
the best. 


PEPPERS 


Plant Peppers in rich well diained soil for best 
results. There are no better varieties grown than 
the ones we offer here. 

WINDSOR “A”—Good size with thick walls. Very 
early. The best where the season is short. 
CALIFORNIA WONDER—Low Bush—This is the 
most beautiful pepper that we have ever. seen.

Cabbage for winter use should not be planted 
too early. In the lower altitudes June 1 to 15 will 
be found about right. In the mountains plant early 
and second early varieties about the same time.

HOW TO BUILD A LAWN 


Very early spring or early fall are the best times 
to start a lawn. 


Considerable fills or ditches should be settled 
thoroughly and the necessary grading done. Then 
all the soil should be stirred to a uniform depth 
of ten or more inches. Whenever possible the 
natural top soil should be used. The next step is 
to incorporate a good layer of well rotted manure 
with the top five inches of the soil. This top layer 
is the seed bed and should be pulverized carefully 
and the finishing touches put on the grading. 
Thorough preparation will pay off in a_ better 
stand of grass and in a lawn that is both beautiful 
and easy to care for. 


Seed should be distributed evenly. One pound 
of good seed will sow 400 or more square feet. 
Mulch with one half inch of straw or better a light 
covering of fine manure free from weed seed. If 
manure is not used the seed should be raked in 
lightly. 

After watering is started the ground should 
never be allowed to dry until grass is well started. 
A good sprayer that will cover evenly without 
washing is necessary to do a good job. Mowing 
should start when grass is two inches high. 


Of course good seed will be necessary for ~ 
success. 


LAWN GRASS SEED 


Our own mixture of high grade s<ced_ best 
adapted to this climate. No cheap coarse grasses. 
The right amount of White Clover. One pound 
$1.10, 5 pounds or more at $1.05. Add postage at 
parcel post rates. One pound of seed will plant 
400 to 500 square feet. 


HOTKAPS 


Valuable for protection of all kinds of tender 
garden plants, in spring. 25 with fibreboard setter
